The President’s action will come 
on the heels of a price freeze that 
has been in effect since June 13. 
The freeze barred firms from 
hiking prices above the level they 
were charging on June 13, no matter 
how 
much 
their 
costs 
have 
increased in the meantime. In Phase 
IV, however, prices will be allowed 
to 
rise 
by 
an 
amount 
yet 
undetermined. 
Companies might be allowed to 
pass through their cost increases, or 
a fraction of that amount, in the 
form of higher prices. Or the 
administration could set a flat 
guideline, such as the 2.5 per cent 
that existed during 1972 under Phase 
II. 


Wages, not covered under the 
current 
freeze, 
also 
will 
be 
restricted 
during 
Phase 
IV, 
probably to the 6.2 per cent wage 
and fringe benefit annual increase 
allowed during Phase II. 
The exact shape of Phase IV is 
still a mystery. But Nixon indicated 
its principal goals and framework 
when he announced the price freeze.

generally tougher than Phase III, 
which relied on corporate good will 
to keep price increases within a set 
of voluntary guidelines. Nixon said 
the food and oil industries will be 
singled out for special treatment 
since the cost of groceries and 
gasoline has provided most of the 
push in the latest round of inflation.

He said there always was a cover 
target with “a strike order in 
Vietnam” to account for the actual 
mission in Cambodia. 


The Air Force chief of staff Gen. 
George S. Brown, in another letter 
to chairman Stuart Symington, D- 
Mo., of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, said it was not correct 
to characterize as falsification the 
security precautions pertaining to 
the raids. 
“So long as the reports met in 
every 
detail 
the 
requirements 


imposed, they were not intended to 
deceive those with a security 
need 
to know’,” Brown said. 


“The reasons why special security 
precautions were directed was not a 
reporting 
issue 
so 
long 
as 
a 
responsible higher authority knew in 
fact what was done and judged it to 
be in accord with instructions.” 
Knight said 40 to 44 raids were 
conducted in Cambodia in early 1970 
and that he doctored reports to 
make it appear they took place in 
South Vietnam. 


Knight said that after a raid he 
was instructed “to take all the 
paperwork and when daylight came 
to go out and burn it.”

Woodcock today brought his union’s 
list of 1973 contract demands to 
General Motors — the company shut 
by a crippling strike in 1970. 
But, as Woodcock shook hands 
with GM Vice President George 
Morris Jr. across an eight-foot-wide 
negotiating table, the union chief 
remarked —perhaps prophetically 
—“no second time.” 
After 
presenting 
his 
union’s 
demands at GM today, Woodcock 
will perform the same task Tuesday 
at Ford and Wednesday at Chrysler 
as 
auto 
and 
union 
bargainers 
attempt to reach agreement to 
replace expiring contracts before 
11:59 p.m., Sept. 14. 
More 
than 
700,000 
U.S. 
and 
Canadian autoworkers are directly 
covered by contracts reached in this 


summer’s negotiations. But one of 
every six American workers are 
affected by what happens in the 
automotive industry. 
Auto and union executives have 
played down any talk of a strike in 
the industry this year and Morris 
said he was “confident” that a 
noninflationary settlement can be 
reached without a strike. 


“We feel a continuing deep sense 
of

national effort to combat inflation,” 
said Morris as the talks began. “ We 
want to reach a settlement that will 
be a part of solution, not a part of 
the problem.”

President Nixon continued to show 
improvement today in his battle 
with viral pneumonia, his doctors 
said.

reported Dr. 
Sol Katz, 
pulmonary 
specialist 
from 
Georgetown University School of 
Medicine, one of the team of doctors 
treating the President at Bethesda 
Naval Hospital. 
White 
House 
Press Secretary 
Ronald L 
Ziegler said Nixon’s 
progress is such that he will be able 


to meet as scheduled with three 
state visitors in the next two weeks 
—the Shah of Iran on July 24, 
Australian Prime Minister Gough 
Whitlam on July 30 and Japanese 
Prime Minister Takuei Tanaka July 
31-Aug. 1. 
Nixon’s spirits were described as 
“just fine’’ and Katz predicted he 
may be able to leave the hospital by 
Thursday or Friday. 
“He’s vivacious, loquatious— an 
excellent patient,” said Katz. 
Nixon’s doctors said they were 
having a tough time convincing him 


he had to slow down and curtail his 
schedule. His work load is said to be 
only about a quarter of normal 
because of the illness. 


Nixon awoke at 8 a. m. after a 
good night’s sleep, Dr. Walter Tkach 
said. The President was given four 
chest therapy treatments Sunday.

delivery at the Senate Watergate 
hearings. 
Kalmbach 
denied any 
personal wrongdoing. 
“My 
actions 
in 
the 
period 
immediately following the break-in 
which involved the raising of funds 
to provide for the legal defense of 
the Watergate defendants and for 
the support of their families were 
prompted in the belief that it was 
proper and necessary to discharge 
what I assumed to be a moral 
obligation that has arisen in some 
manner unknown to me by reason of 
earlier events,” he said. 
“The fact that I had been directed 
to undertake these actions by the 
No. 2 and No. 3 men on the White 
House staff made it absolutely 
incomprehensible to me that my 
actions in this regard could have 
been 
regarded in any way as 
improper or unethical. ” 
The committee recessed for lunch 
before calling Kalmbach to testify. 
It was disclosed that Sens. Sam J. 
Ervin, D-N.C., and Howard Baker, 
R-Tenn., the chairman and vice 
chairman of the committee, would 
meet with an unidentified person 
during the lunch break.

Sam J. Ervin Jr. opened 
today’s session of the Watergate 
hearings by quoting Richard Nixon 
to back his claim that Senate probe 
of the scandal is "crucial to the 
welfare of the nation.” 


John Mitchell 
requests dismissal

Attorney General John N. Mitchell 
requested dismissal today of his 
perjury and conspiracy indictment 
on grounds the Watergate hearings 
would make it impossible for him to 
receive a fair trial. 
If his motion for dismissal fails, 
Mitchell asked that he then be tried 
in another federal district and that 
the trial, now scheduled for Sept. 11, 
be delayed indefinitely. 
It was the second motion for 
dismissal filed by Mitchell in a 
week.

County auditor claims 
16 cent tax cut possible

County Reporter 
Increase in assessed valuation of 
$34.3 million this year on the 
secured roll could in itself result in a 
possible 16 cent slash in the 1973-74 
county property tax rate, it was 
learned today. 
County Auditor Controller Paul 
Floyd, commenting on an estimate 
by a taxpayers' association official 
that the 
big jump in assessed 
valuation might mean an 18 cent cut 
in the tax rate, said he felt this was 
"a bit high.” 
“It might be somewhere in that 
area,” declared Floyd, who added 
he felt 16 cents might be a more 
accurate estimate. 
County 
Taxpa yer s’ 
Assn. 
executive secretary Chet Knutilla 
said today he still 
feels it is 
“possible” for the county to come 
up with a 50 cent cut in the rate, 
pegged at $3 46 per $100 assessed 
valuation for the past fiscal year. 
Floyd gave indications, however, 
that while the outlook for a tax 
reduction 
is 
“still 
good” 
and 
“there’s no question but that a 
reduction lies ahead,” he wouldn’t 
be drawn into giving support to the 
50 cent slash as being possible. 
However, it was learned that 
there is still about $1.1 million in 
unallocated revenue sharing funds. 
Conceivably, the supervisors could 
also use this to knock down the tax 
rate another 16 cents Floyd gave 
exact figures today on what has 
been known for some time: (1) That 
the 1973-74 county budget as adopted 
earlier by the supervisors has the 
biggest total in county history, 
$84,731,470, 
and 
(2) 
that 
it 
represents 
art 
all-time 
record 


increase over a previous year of 
$11,362,764 
This is because the new budget 
combines the regular county budget 
with a $6,652,723 revenue-sharing 
budget. 
Floyd says he cannot estimate the 
tax rate for the current fiscal year 
because he still has to refine all 
revenue estimates. He expects to do 
that by early August, when assessed 
valuation of the utility roll will also 
be available. 
Late-appearing 
encumbrances 
sometimes change the picture a bit, 
he said, pointing to the county's 
payment of $522,000 to support the 
California Medi-Cal program 
Then 
overtime 
payments 
for 
county employes have come in for 
the past 10 weeks at more than 
$40,000, he showed, with the sheriff’s 
office accounting for $22,700 and 
county jail personnel at another 
$5,600 
The county supervisors, prior to

Officers freed after 18 days with Viet Cong 


SAIGON (UPI) - Two Canadian 
officers freed after 18 days as captives 
of the Viet Cong said today they were 
captured 
because 
the 
Communists 
thought they were American spies. 
Capt. Ian Patten, 31, and Fletcher 
Thomson, 25, were released Sunday 
along 
with 
two 
captured 
South 
Vietnamese drivers. They appeared 
healthy and fit. 


They were flown by helicopter to 
Saigon and described their experiences 
at a news conference today. 


"We were told we were recognized as 
Americans on an intelligence mission," 
Patten said "They could not distinguish 


us from Americans." 
The two officers are members of the 
p e a c e - k e e p i n g 
I n t e r n a t i o n a l 
Commission of Control and Supervision 
(ICCS) and were captured June 28 in an 
area 35 miles east of Saigon that is 
claimed by both the Viet Cong and the 
South Vietnamese government. 
The 
Viet Cong did not acknowledge they 
were holding the men until last Monday. 
Patten said he and Thomson were 
driving along a road when they saw 
three Viet Cong guerrillas talking to a 
group of rubber plantation workers. "I 
approached them and identified myself 
and a pistol was put to my head," 
Patten said. 


Both men appeared in good spirits 
despite an ordeal they said included 
forced marches with their arms bound 
to their sides and nooses around their 
necks.

Call 1er prompt take-eut ardors 
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Congress to send President 
demand for share in decisions 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — Congress is 
preparing to send President Nixon a 
demand for a share in future decisions to 
commit U.S. troops in conflicts abroad. 
Approval of legislation limiting the 
President’s troop commitment powers 
may come in both houses of Congress this 
week. A presidential veto is likely. 
The resolutions prepared for debate in 
Congress are aimed at answering the 
constitutional questions left unresolved 
when Congress passed a compromise 
measure June 29 providing for an end to 
U.S. bombing in Cambodia Aug. 15. 
The dilemma is whether a President can 
commit 
troops 
to 
hostilities 
without 
advance authority from Congress and 
whether a military operation can be 
carried on against the will of both houses of 
Congress. 


These questions were drawn into sharp 
relief by the bombing of Cambodia because 
it continued after clear majorities in both 
houses had voted to end it. 
Some members claimed the President 
had lost whatever authority he may have 
had as commander-in-chief to carry on the 
bombing after American troops were 
withdrawn and prisoners of war were 
released last spring. 
The House version of the resolution 
would limit the President’s power to 
engage U.S. troops without congressional 
consent to 120 days. It would permit him to 
continue only if a declaration of war or 
some other clear expression of authority is 
aproved by Congress. 
Congress, in addition, at any time within 
the 120 days could force U.S. withdrawal by 
passage of a concurrent resolution, which a 
President could not veto.

Nursing homes 


The quality of care provided those in nursing homes has 
been examined and found wanting As a result measures 
designed to tighten regulations, strengthen enforcement 
and provide alternatives is being moved through the 
legislature 
The proposals result from more than a year's study by 
the Joint Committee on Aging headed by Assemblyman Leo 
T. McCarthy It reached its conclusions after taking the 
testimony of over 100 witnesses and receiving in evidence 
hundreds of communications. 
The McCarthy committee was a bi-partisan effort and the 
legislation is co-authored by all six committee men It is an 
excellent demonstration of legislators working together for 
the public good But McCarthy has been the driving force 
behind the investigations and the legislation 
The committee findings are supported bv Attorney 
General Evelle Younger who established an advisory 
commission which made a concurrent study Younger 
assisted in the drafting of new enforcement laws 
Most disturbing was the finding that a large percentage 
of the 80.000 Californians confined to 1300 nursing homes 
licensed by the state are living under 
intolerable 
conditions ” . That is a serious indictment and screams for 
remedy. 
In assessing the blame for those conditions McCarthy 
said “ that a partnership of much of the nursing home 
industry and state government is responsible ' 
His reference was to reimbursement rates established 
by the state for Medi-Cal patients But those who have had 
relatives or friends in convalescent homes know that poor 
care is not limited to Medi-Cal patients Such care too often 
is the fate of those supported by private funds at maximum 
rates. 
Causes for the poor care were attributed to “ inadequate 
staff-patient 
ratios ’ 
and 
“ an 
extraordinary 
staff 
turnover ”. Simply stated they don t have enough help and 
what help they have they don’t pay enough 
Also faulted was the lack of restorative programs 
including physical therapy and worthwhile recreational 
activities. And no programs to relieve the “ deadening 
monotony of existence” by providing outside trips. 
Although McCarthy was unusually critical of the state's 
Health and Welfare Agency which he said “ seems 
preoccupied with budget cutting rather than better care for 
the elderly” , everyone now seems agreed to getting on w ith 
the job of legislating improvements. 
The committee package of reforms would assign 
responsibilities for enforcement to the state health 
department 
which 
would 
carry 
out 
unannounced 
inspections and assess heavy fines for violations; and to the 
attorney general who would be empowered to take injuctive 
action. 
Increased Medi-Cal payments along with incentive 
payments for upgrading services are also prov ided 
in seeking alternative care programs the bills call for the 
counties to establish information and couseling services for 
the elderly, funds for a visiting public health nurse program 
for senior citizens, training programs for persons to 
perform housekeeping and personal services, and a special 
branch within the state health department to provide light 
“ chore services 
for household maintenance tasks and 
shopping assistance 
These latter provisions represent “ an approach that 
would enable many elderly to stay in their home 
environments rather than warehousing them 
in cold 
institutional nursing homes”

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Five may face rabies death 


NICASIO, Calif. (U PI) - Eva Ghilotti, a 
43-year-old mother of two, goes about the 
ranch chores with a knowledge that she 
may suffer a horrible death. So does her 
husband, Mario, 50, a neighboring couple 
and a 20-year-old college student employe. 
The five Marin County dwellers all were 
«exposed unknowingly to a rabid horse and 
are now waiting to learn if they’re infected 
with the nearly always fatal viral disease. 
“ I keep thinking, what the hell, why plan 
for tomorrow,” said Mrs. Ghilotti, a pretty 
platinum blonde who says she aged 10 to 12 
years since learning she was bitten by a 
rabid horse. 
The horse, an Arabian stallion named Co- 
Co, bit her twice, breaking the flesh, before 
he went into convulsions and was shot May 
20. A routine lab test showed no sign of 


rabies in the animal’s brain. 
However, 
Co-Co’s 
brain 
was 
re­ 
examined and the rabies virus found after 
a mare on Ghilotti’s Mar-Ghi ranch died 
two weeks ago of convulsions and was 
found to be rabid. 


Kreuter said the shots cost $200 apiece 
and ‘‘with four children I couldn’t afford 
them.” He said he handled the horse with

Greving, 
and 
Madeline 
Kreuter, 
a 
neighbor, then began taking the painful 
series of vaccine injections to fight the 
disease, which has a 30 to 60 day incubation 
period. Now all they can do is wait. 
“ We're all in the same boat, so we have 
to consult and console each other every 
day,” said Mrs. Kreuter, the mother of 
four youngsters. Her husband, Norman, 
who shot Co-Co, declined the rabies 
treatment.

would ask that the U.S. market does not 
become more closed than it is now.”

Ardoyne, New Lodge Road and Markets 
areas, the Provisional command structure 
has been shattered. 
In the Ardoyne area, the sources said, 
troops arrested the Provisional unit’s com­ 
manding officer, then in two successive 
weeks arrested his replacements. The last 
one arrested, they said, was a 17-year-old! 
youth. 


Intelligence sources said instructions 
from the “ Provo” leadership in Dublin 
ordered the Ardoyne unit taken out of 
action. 
To take up the slack in leadership, the 
sources said, women and boys aged 15 and 
16 are playing increasingly large roles in 
the IRA campaign of violence.

Skylab countdown 
begins smoothly

The countdown clock will then be 
turned back to T-47 hours and started again two days before 
the real launch of the space crew by a Saturn IB rocket.

The victory broke a four-game 
California losing streak and snapped 
a winning string of five games for 
the Tigers. It marked the second 
time this season that a no-hitter has 
been thrown against Detroit. 
“ I really wanted it,” said Ryan, 
who rarely talks about himself. 
"The club needed it and 1 needed 
it.” 
The Angels, in third place, are 4*2 
games behind the Oakland A’s in the 
American League’s tight Western 
Division scramble.

Golf Tips 


A GOLF STANCE 
IS NOT STATIC” 


A good golfer is not mo­ 
tionless when he addresses 
the ball. When master golfer 
Tommy Bolt takes his stance, 
one senses that one is look­ 
ing at a fine golfer. A good 
address position conveys this 
impression because it is not 
the static thing that the term 
“stance” implies. It is a bas­ 
ic and integral part of the 
swing. 
The reason is that Bolt, 
like other top golfers, is set­ 
ting himself at address so 
that he is in perfect balance. 
His m uscles are alert and 
ready to work freely and 
fluently. 
Rhythm and balance are 
the keys to Bolt’s great golf 
swing. If you watch closely 
you will see that he sets up 
this fine rhythm and balance 
when he takes his stance. 
Your golf swing will improve 
if you follow Bolt’s example.

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University scientists predict return of Dungeness crab

SACRAMENTO (Capitol I 
A group of scientists at 
the University of California 
at Davis are well on their 
way to develop the science 
of aquaculture in laboratory 
facilities at Bodega Bay 
near Santa Rosa. 
One of the men involved, 
Dr. Robert A. Shleser, a UC 
Davis geneticist, defined 
aquaculture 
as 
“ the 
propagation 
of 
marine 
animals 
for 
human 
consumption.” 
But, what does this mean 
to Californians? What can 
we look to as the outcome 
of the university study? 
Shleser 
believes 
it 
is 
possible to “ bring back the 
Dungeness crab industry to 
the state's coastal waters. 
Commerically, 
the 
Dungeness or rock crab is 
taken in the colder waters 
north of Morro Bay in 
shallow sandy areas of less 
than 75 fathoms deep. The 
long-term average take has 
been 7 4 million pounds in 
the north coast area. 
The crab must be six and 
a 
quarter 
inches 
wide, 
which means that it is from 
three and a half to four 
years old Fishermen take 
about 90 percent of the 
shellfish of legal size each 
season. 
But, 
this 
year, 
there 
aren't 
enough 
of 
the 
Dungeness crabs available, 
and the commerical fishing 
industry is keeping its boats 
in port It is an extremely 
serious situation. 
Doctor 
Shleser 
said 
scientists can t agree nor 
prove 
why 
the 
crab 
population is disappearing 
“ We can't project what is 
happening," he declared, 
“ but three possible reasons 
are give.” 
Shleser said 
these were: 
- Pollution is killing the 
crab larvae, 
“ but 
it is 
automatic 
to 
blame 
pollution 
for 
everything 
these davs” ; 


— 
Fisherm en 
are 
“ overfishing” the resource, 
“ which can't be proved"; 
and 
— The crab population 
may be migrating 
Shleser gives credit to the 
strong position taken by 
Sen Randolph Collier <D- 
Yrekai for 
the 
support 
given the university in its 
efforts to 
develop 
the 
aquaculture program 


“ The senator made the 
program possible last year 
with a $50,000 appropriation 
to the university 
which 
“ just 
scratched 
the 
surface.” 
In the budget for 1973-74, 
the sum of $344,000 was 
appropriated “ for financing 
research and development 
of 
aquaculture 
within 
controlled systems, in the 
sea and inland fresh waters 
of California to expand food 
production potential from 
aquatic species. ” 
Also, 
in 
the 
capital 
outlay section of the budget 
is 
another 
$995,000 
for 
“ working 
drawings 
and 
construction 
of 
an 
aquaculture facility at the 
Bodega Marine Labratorv ” 
Shleser believes the state 
is 
supporting 
and 
“ underwriting” a program 
“ with 
great 
world 
importance. 
“ We re building a track 
record,” he said, “ and this 
is what aquaculture needs." 
At present the scientist 
team is working with the so- 
called Maine lobster in a 
controlled 
situation 
at 
Bodega Bay. “ This has a 
direct application to the 
Dungeness crab resource,” 
the geneticist indicated 
In the natural state in the 
ocean, only one of 100,000 
lobster larva survive for 10 
days which is considered the 
critical stage. Fish and sea 
birds 
are 
the 
principal 
reason for the decimation of 
the 
lobster 
population. 
Apparently they find them 
as tasty as the gourmet does

As opposed to the Maine 
lobster, the Dungeness crab 


have a larger number of 
larvae 
stages...and 
they 
have a different diet. “ They 
take more intensive study. 
Shleser said, explaining that 
to date scientists have only 
been able to keep about five 
crabs alive out of each 
million larva. 
It has been possible in the 
laboratory to reduce the 
growing time of table-size 
lobster from nine years to 
two years or less. They hope 


to bring down the growing 
time of 
both crab and 
shrimp. 
Another 
aquaculture 
project, Shleser said, is a 
fish farming method using 
waste water which could 
produce fresh water fish at 
a cost of about 10 cents a 
pound. 
Herein lies the “ world 
importance” of the work 
Shleser and his team are 
doing. 


He gives the credit to 
Senator Collier not just 
because it helps people — 
fishermen — in his district, 
but because he has the 
“ overview” 
that 
will 
enhance the entire fishing 
industry. 
Asked why the lobster 
fishing or crabbing industry 
doesn't 
undertake 
the 
research and development 
program 
themselves. 
Shleser said it was simple: 


“ These men have very little 
altruism They work on a 
day-to-day 
basis 
— 
are 
rugged 
individuals — and 
they 
follow 
a 
type 
of 
frontier law. When the fish 
aren't 
there 
they 
don t 
fish.” 
Shleser pointed out that 
scientific development of 
the Maine lobster was being 
undertaken 
by 
the 
Commonwealth 
of 
Massachusetts, 
supported 


by a Federal grant. 
Will 
California 
start 
producing Maine lobster in 
coastal 
waters? 
“ No,” 
Shleser said, sadly, “ Fish 
and Game laws prohibit the 
introduction of new species 
unless it can be proved it

aquatic 
environment." 
But, 
in a few years, 
California 
can 
hopefully 
expect to see a return of the 
crab.

Secrecy in the House 


The 
organization, 
Common 
Cause, 
reports that the House of Representatives’ 
effort to end 
secret proceedings in 
committee has had mixed results in the 
three months since a new open meeting 
rule took effect. The House antisecrecy 
rule requires all committee sessions to be 
open to the public unless a majority of a 
committee’s members votes, in public, to 
close a session. 
A conclusion drawn by Common Cause is 
that secrecy remains the rule of life in the 
powerhouse money committees that raise 
and expend federal dollars but that most 
House committee meetings now are open 
to the public. 
House committees reported holding 238 
open sessions and 47 secret sessions to 
draft legislation. Many of the House’s 
most important committees, 
such 
as 
Foreign Affairs, Judiciary, Public Works 
and Banking and Currency had perfect or 
near-perfect open meeting records and 
they should be applauded. Ten House 
committees reported holding no secret 
sessions of any kind. 
However, 
the . Ap p r o p r i a t i o n s 


Washington calling by M a rq u is Childs 


Committee and the Ways and Means 
Committee 
which 
has 
far 
reaching 
responsibility for taxes, trade and other 
economic matters, opted for secrecy. But 
for the ludicrous, Common Cause points to 
the Veterans Affairs Committee. On April 
11 it met in secret session to draft three 
bills: the National Cemeteries Act of 1973, 
dealing with veterans’ burial matters; the 
Servicemen’s Group Life Insurance Act, 
providing such insurance to encourage 
persons to stay in the reserves and 
national guard; and a bill for the American 
Battle Monuments Commission dealing 
with control of overseas war memorials.

We believe 
that secrecy in all forms of government 
contributes 
greatly 
to 
the apathetic 
posture of citizens toward government. 


WASHINGTON - Constitutional 
crises come in the present turbulent 
time not singly but in pairs and it 
may soon be, as the weeks wear on, 
by the dozen. 
The compromise on the bombing 
of Cambodia, which was agreed 
upon as the chief executive and the 
Congress teetered on the brink of a 
showdown, is likely soon to be 
followed by another controntation. 
It is interesting, incidentally, that 
the compromise means, according 
to top decision-makers, that the 
Cambodian bombing will continue 
right up to the Aug. 15 deadline. 


The confrontation 
looming just ahead 
involves 
an 
issue 
charged with nearly 
as much emotion as 
the bombing. It is 
th e 
c o n t i n u e d 
residence of 225,000 
American troops in 
G e r m a n y , 
with 
another 
100,000 
scattered 
around

Led by Senate Majority Leader 
Mike Mansfield, powerful forces in 
the Congress are bent on cutting this

try to make the case that such 
unilateral action by the United 
States would undermine efforts to 
arrive at a balanced force reduction 
with the Soviet Union, shatter the 
North Atlantic Alliance and have 
other dire consequences. 
Rush 
knows

Mansfield s leadership the troop cut 
proposal may be attached to a bill 
sure to pass. He says that no m atter 
what the nature of such a bill it will 
be vetoed by the President if the 
troop amendment is tacked onto it. 
There is your constitutional crisis. 
Both the Senate and the House 
voted to cut off funds for further 
military action in Indochina and 
thereby presumably stop the B-52S 
from raining down more bombs on 
Cambodia But the House failed to 
override the Nixon veto, and out of 
this just before the recess came the 
compromise of the Aug 15 deadline. 
Rush argues that bringing home 
the troops would mean a saving of at 
most $400 million While the United 
States has around 1100,000 troops 
committed to European security, 
the NATO powers in Europe have 3 
million men in arms on active duty, 
according to Rush s figures. 
The Soviet Union would have no 
further interest in cutting back their

T roop cut 


Mutual balanced force reduction — 
MBFR — has the highest priority 
for Moscow and the Russians tried 
hard in vain to make it part of the 
European security conference in 
Helsinki rather than a separate 
endeavor as Washington insisted it 
must be. With MBFR nullified, as 
Rush sees it, the Soviet Union would 
have a clear field to convince 
Europeans that they must make 
their peace wit the great power on 
the north. 
Chancellor Willy Brandt would be 
in an especially tight place. His 
conservative 
opponents 
have 
contended that sooner or later 
Brandt OST politik would leave 
Germany in the embrace of the 
Russian bear. With the American 
troops cut back or withdrawn he 
would be in just that jeopardy or so 
his enemies would charge. Without 
the trip wire of the American Force 
Brandt would have no choice but to 
comply with Moscow’s demands, 
including even reunification with 
east Germany on Communist terms. 
Rush and the other administration 
witnesses who will go to bat in 
opposition to the cut fear that it 
would be taken as another piece of 
evidence that America is going 
isolationist. 
The 
reduction 
in 
American military power in Asia 
together with the plight of the dollar 


and the continuing trade imbalance 
are interpreted in Europe to mean 
an inevitable withdrawal from a 
power position. 
Rush, Secretary of Defense Jam es 
R. 
Schlesinger 
and 
the 
other 
witnesses before the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee will be making 
their case as the Watergate affair 
reaches a new crescendo with the 
testimony 
of 
former 
Attorney 
General John N. 
Mitchell. The 
attention they will get from the 
media concentrated on Watergate is 
likely to be slight. 
That 
is 
another 
source 
of 
European fears — whether the 
President can govern in light of the 
uncertainties 
created 
by 
the 
revelations that continue. The talk 
of 
im peachm ent 
causes 
deep 
disquiet, since informed Europeans 
know that under our system of 
divided powers this is the surest 
way to paralysis of government. 
Rush thinks it probable that both 
Senate and House will approve a 
moderate troop cut. But as in the 
Cambodian bombing resolution the 
House will refuse to pass a measure 
with such a cut tacked on over the 
President’s veto. On this slender 
thread the administration is pinning 
its hope to avert a move considered 
to have fateful consequences.

the buzzer if you do 
not care to wear the 
seat belt. 
The Departments have sent out a 
letter to three major automobile 


dealer associations in the state 
urging them to discourage their 
salesmen from this practice. 
DMV Director Robert Cozens 
wrote that “often a salesman will 
show a potential buyer how to fasten 
the 
belts 
together 
behind 
a 
passenger 
to 
circum vent 
the 
w arning 
buzzer. 
Also, 
some 
salesmen have indicated willingness 
to provide a device or clip to apply 
to the rectractable belt to eliminate 
the 
warning 
buzzer 
or 
event 
suggest to a buyer how the buzzer 
can be disconnected.’’ 
Both 
departm ents 
call 
the 
practice 
a 
“disservice” to the 
customer and cited death and injury 
figures over 250,000 on California’s 
highways 
last 
year, 
“ tragic 
numbers that might well be reduced 
if public usage of safety belts were 
to increase.”

A little while later, city crews 
returned to find that not only had the 
light been broken, but the protective 
cage had been taken and the conduit 
ripped off as well.
